DEDUCTIONS ®F AN AMERICAN
 VOLCANOLOGIST.
Of Seismic Disturbances According to

Prof. Perrett—Sun, Earth and Moon
in Line With Each Other.

—

Messina, Sept. 27.—Frank A. Perret,
the American volcanologist, who ar-
rived | today, belleves from hils
scientific deductions that this part of
Siclly will again be the scene of seis-
f_nlc disturbances. Mr. Perrett sald:

Wednesday, September 29, is the date
mosl  favoraple for earthq or
eruptions. At the time the . earth
and moon are In line with one another
and the moon also Is at its nearest
approach to the sarth.

Gravitational Distortion,

“This combination occurs frequently,
tending to produce gravitational dis-
tortion of the earth's form, namely to
change the carth from a sphere to an
ellipse. This extra strain often acts
upon the weak spots in the earth's
crust, causing them to give way and
thus produting earthquakes or volean-
ie ‘eruptions. : ]
Effect of Planets to Add Great Strain

"On Wednesday it happens that the
planet Mars Is nearest to the earth
and also moat directly In line with
the earth, sun and moon, while Saturn
Is not far from the same line. Ju-
piter, although far on the other side
of the sun, is &lgo in a line with the
earth. It is true that the effect of
these planets is very much less than
that of the sun and the moon, but
when their effect Is added the straln
will be greater than usual, Thus I
consider that Tuesday, Wednesday and
Thursday next will be very dangerous.
Posaibly nothing special will occur, but
this will simply mean that the earth
has resisted the danger that never-
teeless existed.”

Foolish te Subject Instruments to Un-

necessary Risk.

"As to my reasons for leaving my
instruments with Mr, Whitney, he had
told me that the Eric was coming to
Etah and would take him over to the
Ameérican side to hunt big game and
would come back later to Annootok.
The distance from Annootok to Up-
per Navik by the routs which T was
eompelled to follow was nearly 700
miles. In that journey I had to travel
over high land In two places, with gia-
clers and difficult places to negotiate:
The l¢e was extremely rough and there
was a good, deal of water to be ex-

ectad that would huve subjected the
natruments to a risk which was en-
tirely unnecessary, when Mr. Whitney
awaited a ship to go to Btah for him,
upon which ke expected to return dl-
rect to America.
